He 
was reputed to be a Spaniard and it 
was only when he landed in England 
today that it was revealed that he is 
a young Chicago architect. 


To make the feat still more surpris- 


ing, Moissant was totally ignorant of 
the geography of his cruise. 
He had 


never been in England and was obliged 
to rely entirely on the compass while 
crossing the channel in the teeth of 
a, strong easterly wind. 


The channel flight was an incident in 


the aerial voyage from Paris to Lon- 
don. Moissant left Issy yesterday with 
Hubert Latham and reached Amiens 
in two hours. Latham's aeroplane was 
wrecked and this morning Moissant 
leaving Amiens at an early hour, 
headed for Calais. His mechanician, Al 
bert Pileux, who had accompanied him 
across the country, took his place in 
the machine when the motor had been 
set in motion for the dash across the 
channel.
